Crossroads. 

Tradition says, in an earlv .lay, there 
were two men, horse thieves— perhaps 
scouts of the noted Murrell gang— caught 
ami hanged on the hank of the creek, 
which is now named Hanging Fork, at 
or near the village and this may account 
for the name of Hanging Fork. The 
postoflice went by the name of Hanging 
Fork for several years, but how the 
Burg received the name of New Store is 
not exactly known. The postofflee also 
went frequently by the name of New 
store. However, alrout this time the 
rapid increase of business and several 
new store-houses lteing built may have 
hail something to do in the matter. Some 
of the oldest tirms of the place were 
Ri-id, Murrell A Miller, Cooper A Reid 
and Tom Maaterson Kinnaird, in the 
dry goods business: Others we will speak 
of hereafter coining on in a latter day. 

The citizens of the little bnrg and ear- 
ly settlers generally were mostly from 
Yirgiuia. A generous and kind-hearted 
people, the bone and sinew of old Lin- 
coln. Their kind and social bearing was 
manifested in their dealings and inter- 
course with each other. On oeeaaions of 
help needed: logrollings, house-raising**, 
tlax-pullings, quiltings, Ac., common in 
that day, the whole neighborhood, male 
and female, were usually drawn togeth- 
er. The work of the day being done, an 
old-fashioned dance, with everything 
good to eat, closed up their labors and | 
enjoyments. 

The Burg seemed well prepared for 
defense. Two large stone bouses, stand-
